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up her abode with the governments 
of the world. They have been in- 
structed in the vahje of the people, 
at the most pressing exigencies; and 
they will, as we trust, remunerate 
the services of the people, by pro- 
moting their happiness ; that is, in 
fact, by considering them less in 
mass and more in detail, less under 
the general idea of nation, than as a 
collection of individuals, every one 
of whom has a claim upon society 
for its protection, its privileges, and 
its enjoyments. We will indulge 
the hope that "after anight of storm 
so ruinous," we shall gratulate man- 
kind, and especially that dearest 
part of it, our native land, not niere- 
iy for peace abroad, but for concord 
and conciliation at home. We are 
convinced, from the aforesaid docu- 
ment, as well as other circumstan- 
ces, that however locked and bound 
up, as with a killing frost, the hu- 
man powers may appear to have 
been for a length of time, yet reason, 
a sense of justice, the sympathies of 
humanity, have strongly vegetated 
as it were, henecifh the surface. 
When peace, like tlu' now lengtli'n- 
ing light of day, has cheered the face 
of earth, they will develop them- 
selves with more celerity after thoir 
long confinement. Humanity lias 
been cajoled and corrupted, but ne- 
ver thoroughly converted into a love 
of war. Public opinion at ieiitrth 
(and first we fear upon the ciuiii- 
jient, ) has influenced and overruled 
the inclination and infuturttion of 
the most powerful individuals. Pub- 
lic opinion is an ever-exlst''n_9:, and 
we believe sooner or later Aviil be- 
come an a!I-powerful republic, even 
among the monarchias of Europe, 
and this republic accunailates every 
day in its intrinsic and relative im 

Eortance. Public opinion counts 
cr hosts in iheUvcntii-fnnr kitci.i, 
and her park of artiilery is — the 
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PRESS. It also is a tnighty conquer- 
or, and to it we are indebted, (what- 
ever ministers may think) for the 
deliverance of Europe. It will go 
on conquering and to conquer. It 
will repel every encroachment upon 
national independence, and the li- 
berties of mankind. It will enlarge 
the basis of governments. It will 
renovate the internal liberty as well 
as independence of Spain. It will 
restore to the people of Holland a 
just share in the sovereignty. It 
will soften the servitude of Russia. 
It will (and much it has done al- 
ready, ) but it will perfect and con- 
sunmiate the emancipation of 
Ireland. 

The House of Conmions has ad- 
journed until the 1st March. The 
convenience of individual members, 
particularly the Irish members, 
ought to give way to considerations 
of public advantage; and during the 
recess, the minister who in that 
Iwuss matiages the affairs of the 
crown, will be fully employed upon 
the ('ontineiit, in representing the 
executive authority of Great-Bri- 
tain, and in netrotisitiiig a general 
peace, just iu its disnosivions, pure 
m its purposes, and tlurefore per- 
manent in its principles. The ac- 
coaipli.'-hmerii of .«ufch a peace will 
procure iisiniovi^il honour to the ple- 
niputc-nti.n V, w'-o is tJuis m;Kle the 
fe.rtunate ins-tvunient of benefiting 
his country, in tlie very same act 
which blesses the suffering world.

Thomas Walker died in my house, at 
Drumbo; on examining his wal'et, after 
his decease, 'a certificate or discharge 
from the Poleglass Orange Association, 
signed John Ducker, James Rca, and 
William Martin, was found, which I see 
inserted in the Belfast Magazine, and 
contradicted in the Belfast News-Letter, of 
December 10th, by Messrs. Tucker, Rea, 
and Martin. As a duty I owe to the pub- 
lic, I give the following declaration; — 
I verily believe the certificate found in 
Walker's wallet is fairly stated in the Bel- 
fast Magazine.

The weather for several weeks has been unusually mild, and afforded a good oppof- 
tunitv for finishing the sowing of wheat on the land which had been occupied by late 
crops of potatoes. 

The practice of sowing oats in Autumn seems to be gaining ground, and will proba- 
bly become f xtensive, on the light dry soils, if the winters continue as free from severe 
frosts as they have been for some years past. 

Grain has experienced some reduction in price ; but it is still high enough to en- 
courage the farmers to persevere in their endeavours to raise good corn crops, and af- 
ford them a reasonable return for their eiertions. They cannot expect always to re-
